With Awful Result at Noon Today, 


CONTRACTOR HAD PACKED UP TO LEAVE HOME 


Angered at Threats of Arrest Caused by Abuse When 


Drinking, Man Entered House Shot Wife Through 


Head and Turned Pistol Upon Himself.

this neon, when Fred W. Jones, son of he late G. A. Jones, shot 
his 'wife 


through the head, killing her instantly at her home in Wfest High street, fol- 
lowing the murder with Immediate suicide with the same pistol. 


There lias been more or less trouble in this family for a long time, due 


to Mr. Jones' heavy drinking and affairs culminated today 
when 
Jones 


packed up his effects and prepared to leave home. Jones stepped out ot the 
house and then came back and shot his wife as she was talking to her broth- 
er-in-law. As the bullet entered her brain, death came instantly. 
Before 


anyone present had opportunity to realize what was happening, Jones turn- 
ed the pistol(upon himself and ended his own life. 


Just prior to the tragedy, Jones became abusive and he was angered 


when, threats of calling a policeman were made. 


(Mr. Jones was 53 years of age and his wife, who was a Millershurg wo- 


man, was 50 years old. 'They have several children, among them Fred 
R. 


Jones, who is well known in railway circles at 
Newark, and two or thret! 


daughters who are prominent in Mt. Vernon society.

one of the most prominent business men ot Millersburg until his death a 
few years ago.

London, April 19.—Japanese diplo- 


mats and others in this city regard 
the reported breaches of neutrality on 
the. part of France in allowing the 
Russian second Pacific squadron to re- 
main over time on the Cochin Chinese 
coast as one of the most serious devel- 
opments of the situation. Minister 
Hayashi and Baron Suyematsu, former 
Japanese minister of the interior, were 
both disinclined to give a hasty expres- 
sion of opinion or to anticipate official 
advices giving the facts as to the 
period the Russian ships may stay in 
French waters. Minister Hayashi was 
particularly reticent, and said he pre- 
ferred to await confirmation of the re- 
ports, which have appeared to indicate 
a serious breach of neutrality. Baron 
Suyematsu, who took a view that was 
very far from being alarmist, said that 
if the reports were true Japan would 
have good cause to complain. Japan, 
however, had no intention of picking 
a quarrel with France, and added: 
"Japan is far from coveting Cochin 
China, as has been imputed in some 
quarters. I don't think that France is 
encouraging the Russian squadron to 
misuse French friendship." 


Baron Hayashi, Japanese minister, 


expressed the opinion that Admiral 
Togo would not give battle to Admiral 
Rojestvensky with his entire squadron, 
but would continue the cautious tactics 
which characterized his attacks on the 
Port Arthur squadron, not because he 
feared defeat, but owing to his desire 
to inflict the greatest amount of dam- 
age on the Russians with the least 
loss to himself. While confident of 
his ability to accomplish the total de- 
struction of the Russian squadron in 
a big battle, there is the danger of 
Togo losing one or two of his big ships. 
Therefore, Baron Hayashi 
believes 


Togo will employ his torpedo boats 
and torpedo-boat 
destroyers, 
which 


number more than 100, and are vastly 
superior to the Russian torpedo flotilla, 
in harassing the Russians, while grad- 
ually picking off the Russian warships. 
He said the coasts of Japan, Korea and 
Formosa lend themselves 
to night 


work with torpedo boats, while the 
narrow channels will make the maneu- 
vering of large warships difficult and 
dangerous.
